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Rochester Memorial Wins Recycling Award

Students, teachers and staff at the Rochester 
Memorial Elementary School ranked seventh in the state 
in the Recycle Bowl, a national contest organized by Keep 
American Beautiful, Inc., which encourages citizens and 
especially schools, to recycle. 

This was the first year for the contest. Boston 
came in eigth, after Rochester Elementary. Nationwide, 
over 1,200 schools, representing 500,000 students entered 
the contest. 

"We collected over 520 pounds of paper, 413 
pounds of cardboard and 57 pounds of glass and plastic in 
only one month," said Tom Kinsky, a science teacher who 
was instrumental in getting everyone on board to enter 
the contest. 

"The whole school participates and almost 
every class and office has a recycle bin, but only the fifth 
graders wheel the collection cart around and collect 
the materials," said Kinsky. "There are also bins in the 
hallway. The fifth grade classes each have a section of the 
school assigned to them as their area of responsibility." 

Although the school has been recycling for eight 
years, this was the first time they kept track of how 
much was actually being collected. A nurse's scale was 
used to weigh each batch of material and the numbers 
were recorded. A large bag of plastic and metal cans was 
weighed and used as an average and multiplied by the 
actual number of bags used. 

The contest required the schools to track weight 
information, by material category and provide the 
number of teachers, staff and students to calculate a per

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person ratio to what was recycled. The school has 552 
students and 87 teachers and staff, resulting in over two 
pounds per person, per month being recycled. 

"The children take the task seriously and know 
who is doing what and when... they know that too much 
goes into the landfill and they feel that they are helping 
the cause,'' said Diane Lagasse, Principars Secretay. 

According to Kinsky, with approximately ten 
months in the school year, Rochester Elementary will have 
recycled over 10,000 pounds of material per year. 

"That's five tons," said Liam Lynch, who helps in 
the collection process. 

Acceptable items from the cafeteria include 
steel food cans. No. 1 through No. 7 plastic bottles, glass 
bottles and jars and aluminum beverage containers. 
All acceptable paper products include cereal boxes, 
cardboard, hard and softbound books, magazines.

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newspapers, office paper and phone books. 

"I Hke pushing the cart... we collect the full bin, 
leave an empty one and bring the full ones to the recycle 
area where we recycle it/' said Tyler Kulak, a fifth grader. 

"This can all be used again and made into 
somthing else, and it saves trees,'' said Abigal 
Bergenheim. 

Brian Ouellette, Maintenance Supervisor at the 
school, is very involved in the recycling effort. 

"Brian saw that we needed another cart, in 
addition to the two we had and he welded one together 
for us," said Kinsky. 

Mr. Ouellette also made a large wood bin for the 
number of cardboard boxes that need to be flattened and 
stacked neatly in the recycle area. 

"It's definitely a joint effort on everyone's part," 
Kinsky said. 

When asked if the school will enter again next 
year, Kinsky enthusiastically said they would. 

ORR Student Brings Home Debate Award

Old Rochester Regional Senior Annie Smith 
(contributing writer for The Wanderer) ranked as the top 
Varsity Affirmative Speaker at the Eastern Massachusetts 
Debate League Finals last week in New Bedford. 

And there is no debate that her victory was well 
deserved, according to ORR teacher Colin Everett, who 
has served as ORR's debate coach since 2000. Smith was 
one of 15 ORR students debating at the finals; the league 
includes about a dozen schools from the South Shore, 
New Bedford, Somerset and up to Foxboro. 

"Most impressive of all, [Smith] and her partners 
[Senior Julia LaLiberte and Junior Rebecca Johnson] took 
part in the most prestigious moment in the EMDL season 
and engaged in a debate before a crowd of hundreds in 
New Bedford," Everett said. 

The victory came as somewhat of a surprise to 
Smith, as after finishing eight rounds at the finals, she 
recalled, "the odds were slim." 

"It was one of those situations you can't predict 
what'll happen," she said, but soon enough by Round 9 
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she ascended to the top as a Varsity Affirmative Speaker 
(debater who speaks in favor of a resolution). She did not 
win the final debate (against the resolution). 

"She lost on one stock issue/' said Everett. 

The debate finals had explored the topic: "The 
United States federal government should substantially 
increase its exploration and / or development of space 
beyond the Earth's mesosphere." According to Smith, 
she had dug up evidence on the topic since October, 
looking for quotes and other research to substantiate her 
arguments. As opposed to using a debate book, she said a 
lot of the material presented came from the ORR students' 
own research. 

The debate club meets weekly although members 
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spend additional time delving into topics on their own, 
she said. 

In the end, her victory as Affirmative Speaker 
stemmed from a complex plan she developed about anti- 
matter fuel as a source for space travel. 

"[Smith] is a natural leader on the team who is 
excellent at simplifying complex ideas and presenting 
them concisely," Everett said. 

"At the debate finals she riveted the large 
crowd of debaters while simultaneously presenting 
her constructive and launching a fierce attack on her 
opponents. It was clear to everyone why she was the 
league's top Varsity Affirmative Speaker," he added. 

Smith, who has been debating since her 
sophomore year, said the ability to speak before an 
audience plays a limited role in becoming a good debater. 

"I never liked public speaking," she admitted. 
"You don't have to be skilled at speaking well. You can 
learn how to frame an argument. Anyone can learn." 

"We were having so much fun. [Everett] teaches 
how to debate in a well-mannered way," she said, 
describing one of the reasons her team came out on top. "I 
was very pleased."

also met before the board to request both more time and 
permission to broaden the horizons of their research 
that was originally drafted in their contract when the 
committee formed a few months ago. 

''We have a job to do as a committee, and that job 
may take more time than we imagine preliminarily/' said 
Committee Member Jay Ryder. 

The committee was originally formed with the 
intention of overseeing the planning of renovations to 
the Marion Town House. In conducting their preliminary 
studies, the committee found that there are several other 
alternatives that could also suit the Town House needs 
instead of just using it for town offices. These include 
relocating other organizations in the town that are 
looking to expand and moving the town offices to an 
asset that currently exists. Ryder believes that more time 
and a more in-depth analysis will help committee find the 
best solution possible. 

Henry said he could not approve these requests 
because they could possibly be violating the Designer 
Selection Law. However, Henry did agree to sit down 
with the committee and a lawyer prior to their next 
meeting on Wednesday, March 14 to explore possibilities. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson gave an 
update on the fiscal year 2013 school budget. According 
to Dawson, the town will see level funding in state aid 
and minor adjustments in local assessments. Dawson 
explained that across the state, towns are seeing a slight 
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increase in state aid, and here in Marion, there were 
no large increases except a small increase in Special 
Education funding. 

"Overall, it was a very successful budget season,'' 
said Dawson. ''There were no big surprises." 

The town's bond rating was recently upgraded 
from AA status to AA-plus on February 17. Dawson said 
that this is good news because it will present a lower cost 
to the town when it puts bonds on the market, and it also 
shows that Marion's financial standing is strong. 

The Marion Department of Public Works will 
begin their hydrant flushing program on Thursday, March 
15 between the hours of 9:00 am and 3:00 pm. It will take 
approximately eight weeks to complete. Dawson said 
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residents could experience discolored water or decreased 
water pressure during this time, but assured that this is 
completely normal. 

The Board approved a one-day all liquor license 
for the VFW Post #2425 for their Ham and Bean Supper 
and Penny Sale on March 10. 

The Marion Board of Selectmen will meet again 
on Tuesday, March 20 at 7:00 pm.

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Sippican School Budget Cut Update

Parents of students in the Sippican School 
community will have to wait longer for the proposed 
budget for fiscal year 2013. But with the wait comes good 
news that was delivered to parents in an e-mail sent by 
Marion School Committee Chairman Brad Gordon earlier 
this week. 

During a School Committee meeting on February 
1, Gordon reported that the school would have to trim 
approximately $235,000 from their budget based on 
the preliminary numbers he was given. However, after 
receiving more accurate information from the town, he 
was pleased to announce that the budget cuts would only 
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be $54,000 instead of $235,000. 

"While still significant, this amount of budget 
reduction will have a far less dramatic impact on 
programs and staff at Sippican School than the earlier 
projection,'' Gordon stated in the e-mail. 

Heading into the new fiscal year, the school is 
facing a variety of problems including higher special 
education costs, tuition for students attending Bristol 
Aggie Vocational and Technical School and contractual 
increases to staff salaries. Despite the challenges, the 
committee hopes to be able to decrease the impact of the 
budget cuts on their students. 

"While we are still focused on minimizing the 
impact of budget cuts on next year's Sippican School 
programming, we are very pleased that those impacts will 
be far less than previously expected," said Gordon in the 
e-mail. 

Gordon knows how difficult it has been to make 
such a drastic decrease in the budget cuts, and is grateful 
to the cooperation and support he has received from 
various town officials during the process. 

"We sincerely appreciate the efforts of the 
Marion Finance Committee, the Board of Selectmen 
and the town's administrative staff for their hard work, 
cooperation and continuing support of Sippican School 
in these difficult financial times," Gordon wrote in the 
e-mail. 

The $235,000 budget cut proposal was slated to 
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be presented at the March 7 School Committee meeting. 
However, given the new developments, a formal proposal 
for the $54,000 budget cut plan will be presented at the 
School Committee meeting on April 4 after the budget 
subcommittee meets with school administration. The 
meeting will be held at the Marion Town House at 6:30 
pm. 

Board Endorses Two Warrant Articles 

Marion Planning Board

The Marion Planning Board unanimously voted 
to present two warrant articles for the Annual Town 
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Meeting scheduled for May 21. The articles would tweak 
zoning bylaws to allow for greater flexibility in the areas 
of accessory and association piers and for accessory 
dwelling units. 

At the board's March 5 meeting. Vice Chairman 
Tom Magauran described the proposed bylaw changes 
- reviewed and approved by Town Counsel Jon Whitten - 
that would loosen some of the bylaws in the books. 

The warrant article regarding accessory 
association piers would allow residents to construct them 
even if their lots do not currently conform to zoning 
requirements. Currently bylaws require that residents' 
lots conform to today's zoning rules. 

Magauran explained that the "unintentional

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consequence'' of the upzoning that took place in 1996 
and 1999 is that more associations cannot build piers 
because they are on nonconforming lots, even if the 
Environmental Protection Agency and the Army Corps 
of Engineers approve of the work. He said he knew of 
at least three incidences where residents were denied 
projects because their lots were nonconforming. 

"Everyone was saying it was fine, but we couldn't 
say it was fine," Magauran said, estimating that 84 to 94 
percent of town residents reside on nonconforming lots 
due to the upzoning in the 1990s. 

To resolve this issue, the warrant article would 
amend bylaw language to allow pier construction for 
property that abides by current zoning "or was lawfully 
in existence on May 1, 1996. "All board members support 
the article. 

"To me, it is all about fairness," Magauran said. 

The second warrant article concerns accessory 
dwelling units. Essentially, the revised bylaw language 
would increase the allowable square footage for accessory 
dwelling units from 850 to 1,200 square feet. 

Thus if a resident wanted to build an unattached 
unit for a family member, they could make it larger and it 
still would be qualified as affordable housing (which caps 
square footage to 1,200 sq. ft). 

Chairman Jay Ryder said that following the 
board's affirmative vote, he would speak with Zoning 
Board of Appears Chairman Robert Wedge to secure his 
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endorsement. 

The board scheduled a public hearing, which is 
required prior to moving to the Town Meeting floor, for 

the articles on April 2 at 7:05 pm. 

ORR Proposed Budget Cuts Unveiled

Old Rochester Regional Superintendent Doug 
White faced little opposition from local residents when he 
proposed the school budget for the Old Rochester Junior 
and Senior High Schools at a public hearing the evening 
of Monday, March 5 in the high school's cafeteria. 

White explained that the budgets for the district 
are broken into three categories: Level Service, Level 
Funded and Proposed. Under Level Service, there would 
be no changes to the staff or services at both schools from 
the previous fiscal year. Under Level Funded, there is no 
increase or decrease in the number of money spent from 
the previous fiscal year. The proposed budget is what the 
school sees fit to propose to the towns. 

The goal is to have as small of a deficit between 
Level Service and Level Funded as possible. For 2013, 
Old Rochester has an amount of $17,132,282 for its Level 
Service budget and $16,639,305 for its Level Funded 
budget. This means the deficit between the two is 
$495,282 and is the figure that the School Committee and 
administrators from the three towns have been working to 
make as small as possible without making major changes 
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to the schools. 

White explained that there are a variety of 
different areas that the schools plan to cut corners while 
trying not to make any drastic changes. In terms of 
transportation, the school was able to work out a deal 
with its transportation company to receive a discounted 
rate for the final two years of its five-year contract. 
Additionally, the school plans to use all utilities and 
telephones in a more efficient manner to save money. 

In terms of staff, there are two planned 
retirements from both schools. A custodian that serves 
both schools and an English teacher from the high school 
will retire after this year, and White says they will not be 
replaced. 

Seven other support staff paraprofessionals will 
be eliminated. These positions include classroom aides 
and other clerical workers such as secretaries. The cuts 
from these part-time salaries will total $152,455, which is 
a 10.93 percent decrease from 2012. 

The overall money spent on substitute teachers, 
tech support assistants and custodial staff will also see a 
7.1 percent decrease from 2012 as the school looks to shed 
$52,445 from last year's budget. 

Several non-negotiable areas that are facing 
increases are causing the cuts to salaries and utilities. 
White said. First, contractual obligations to fulfill salary 
raises to professional teachers in both schools will 
increase the budget by $125,047 or 1.61 percent. Also, 
benefits to pay the contracted teachers will increase by 
$183,265, or 2.94 percent in 2013. 

White also hopes to add a full-time Director of 
Technology position next year with a salary of $45,000. 
However he said that he has applied for a $500,000 
technology grant that, if received, would compensate the 
individual in that position. 
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Each year, the three towns in the district are 
responsible for putting a forth a certain amount of money 
for the schools. This figure is known as the Foundation 
Budget and is regulated through the state. 

The three towns will put forth a combined 
total of $8,089,994 as their minimal contribution for the 
Foundation Budget in 2013. However, the state mandates 
that the district spend $10,099,046 on the schools, 
therefore they will allocate $2,009,052 in Chapter 70 
funding to meet this requirements. 

Marion, Rochester and Mattapoisett also agreed 
to give an additional $3,976,452 on top of the minimal 
contribution in order to best benefit the students in the 
district. Each town's sum is calculated based on the

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number of students residing in each town. 

With all of the factors considered, the proposed 
assessment from the towns for the 2013 school budget is 
$13,663,851, which is a $14,354 (or .11 percent) increase 
from 2012. This means that the town and school 
committee were able to cut a deficit that was nearly 
$500,000 to just over $14,000 to preserve the programs that 
are offered at both schools. 

"We cannot possibly maintain the same 
program,'' said ORR School Committee Chair Peter 
Bangs. "I commend them for finding creative ways. We 
don't want to see any programs cut. We would rather see 
the money shuffled around." 

The ORR School Committee will meet next 
Wednesday, March 14 to hear a formal proposal of the 
budget. Two of the three towns must vote in favor of the 
new budget in order for it to pass. 

RMS Budget Hearing Draws Crowd 

Rochester School Committee

The Rochester School Committee met on Thursday, March 
1 evening amid a standing room only crowd. The main 
order of business was to review the current draft of the 
FY13 school budget, which, despite its numerous cuts 
across the board, is $82,676 short of projected required 
cuts. 

The school system was originally instructed to 
develop budgets level with the funding of the previous 
year, but increases in a number of areas have made it 
difficult. During his presentation. Superintendent Doug 
White explained that increases in the cost of utilities, 
special education services provided throughout the 
district, and various contract obligations have been 
considered the main budget drivers. 

Mr. White highlighted some of the strategies the 
school system is implementing in order to save money. A 
science lab teaching position is being eliminated and there 
will be a reduction of support personnel. These moves 
would save the school system about $50,000 and $131,000 
respectively. Cuts to technology services would save 
about $23,000 over the course of the year. 
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Those in attendance largely felt that the staffing 
changes in the schools would be the greatest direct 
detriment to the students. Many specifically praised 
the special education programs offered by the schools, 
but these programs are also subject to cuts under the 
proposed budget draft. 

Resident Steve Dremmer warned the committee 
that cuts to the staffing would have dire consequences on 
other aspects of the town. 

"We're on the verge of walking down a very 
slippery slope. A lot of these people here moved to this 
town because the school district is so good. The school 
districts start getting cut, these great teachers we have 
here start disappearing. People don't move to this area. So 
your tax base begins to decrease. Without these teachers 
doing everything they do on a daily basis, the whole 
system, Rochester, Marion, and Mattapoisett, gets set 
down that slope,'' Mr. Dremmer said. 

The Rochester School Committee is planning on 
holding another public hearing on the budget in April. 

In other business, the committee discussed ways 
to improve the RMS summer reading program, and 
introduced the necessity to figure out how to implement 
new anti-bully ing programs. It was announced that 
Rochester schools were recently ranked No. 7 in the Keep 
America Beautiful effort to promote recycling habits and 
environmental awareness among children.

On the Path to a Greener Marion 
By Jennifer Francis and 
Marion's Energy Management Committee 

As the price of energy continues to rise, we all 
look for ways to use less and save money This is true for 
individuals, families, businesses, and communities. The 
state of Massachusetts has developed a program called 
the Green Communities Act to help towns do just that. 
It provides incentives to reduce energy costs through 
conservation and improved efficiency, and it encourages 
a transition from fossil fuels to renewable sources of 



energy. When a town achieves the Green Community 
Designation, doors are opened to grants, funded by 
your tax dollars, that support further activities related 
to energy efficiency and reduced dependence on fossil 
fuels. As of this writing, 81 Massachusetts communities 
have been designated ''Green'' under this program, and 
the effort has played an important role in Massachusetts 
being ranked #1 in the United States for energy efficiency 
(According to the American Council for an Energy- 
Efficient Economy's (ACEEE) annual state-by-state energy 
efficiency scorecard.). This is an achievement to be proud 
of, but so far Marion has not contributed to this success.

For a town to be designated a Green Community 
under this program, it must meet five criteria: 

1. Designate areas that are zoned for research and 
development related to non-fossil-fuel energy technology, 
or for manufacturing of these kinds of products. 

2. Adopt an expedited permitting process to 
allow enterprises to use the facility created by criterion 
#1. 

3. Develop a plan to reduce the community's 
energy use by 20% over a 5-year period. 

4. Purchase fuel-efficient models when town- 
owned vehicles need to be replaced (note this does not 
currently apply to heavy-duty vehicles ~ such as trucks, 
ambulances, and vans ~ nor to police cruisers). 

5. Adopt construction regulations to minimize 
energy use over a building's projected lifetime. 

The Energy Management Committee has begun 
to gather information that will allow us to address these 
criteria. For example, we have assembled data for energy 
use in all the town's buildings and facilities, and we 
engaged an energy auditor to identify ways to improve 
efficiency. Marion spends over $500,000 per year on 
electricity, oil, and gas, and we expect to find numerous 
ways to reduce this cost. We are also developing an 
inventory of town vehicles to determine which are 
candidates for replacement with more fuel-efficient 
models when the time comes. 

Stay tuned for upcoming Energy Wise articles 
during coming months, as we will provide further details 
about each of the five Green Community criteria, as well 
as the steps Marion is taking to achieve them.

Bookstores... 

A Thing of the Past? 
By Laura Fedak Pedulli 

Last weekend during 
a random excursion with a 
loved one, I ended up at an 
old independent bookstore in 
Yarmouth. Ceiling-high shelves 
brimmed with books - old and 
new - telling stories I will never 
in my lifetime have enough time 
to read. The experience was all 

so familiar, breathing in the musty air, nearly tripping 
over a makeshift stack of books in a narrow aisle, and 
conversing with the quirky employee behind the desk 
(who hadn't completed Customer Service Training 101). 

Of course we took it all in, enjoying 
every moment. But I couldn't help but 
ask myself if bookstores will someday be 
obsolete. 

Within the span of two years, locals have 
noticeably fewer bookstores to patronize. 
Borders in Wareham closed last spring, 
Bev Loves Books in Rochester shuttered 
in August, and last month 23-year old 
Bakers Books announced it is significantly 
downsizing its store (moving into a smaller 
location one-third its previous size). 

The culprits of their demise that 
automatically come to mind are electronic 
books, savvier public libraries embracing 
new technology and, of course, a tightening 
pocketbook. So, in this day and age, what 
does it take for a bookstore to survive? Do they have a 
future? 

I decided to bring this question to local bookstore 
owners and librarians. 

For Deborah Baker of Baker's books, the answer is 
yes - bookstores will live on. . . but in smaller numbers. 

"I think there will definitely be fewer independent 
bookstores," Baker said. "Those who are able to create 
communities around their store [will make it]. That 
cultivation takes a while, but as people pass away, move 
away, and the new generation comes in, that is when the 
change will really take place." 

Baker admitted that electronic reading is all the rage, 
but at the end of the day "there are people adamant 
about having a real book in their hands." 

Meeting those peoples' desire for a bookstore is not 
easy, she said. "It's a labor of love. It's been an uphill 
battle, but I've loved every minute," Baker said. 

Gail Roberts of Rochester Plumb Library, however, 
said in response to the notion that there will be no 
bookstores in 50 years: "Sad to say, I think you'll be 
right." 

She admits that she does not purchase physical 
books anymore "unless I can't get it any other way." 




"I don't buy CDs anymore... it's the same thing. I 
can get CDs from the library, or watch movies streaming 
from Netflix, or get a Nook and not have a physical 
book," Roberts said. "As far as physical paper books go, 
I don't buy them anymore, which is sad." 

She said old or rare books still intrigue her, 
including an out-of-print, depression-era tour book of 
Massachusetts. She said publishers have not completely 
converted to electronic yet, as she still receives armloads 
of printed advance reader copies of books at library 
conferences. 

She admits of books, "They smell so nice," but 
believes the days of bookstores may be numbered. 

Marion Library Director Judith Kleven countered, 
"The idea that brick and mortar stores are going to 
disappear is a fallacy." Like libraries, she said bookstores 
are a place where patrons receive the personal touch and 
can talk about what they like and dislike, 
and get suggestions for new reading 

"I'm in favor of smaller book stores 
as an extra resource for everyone in the 
community - just going in and talking about 
books. When you are at home downloading 
on a Kindle, you aren't connecting with 
others," she said. 

Kleven said there is somewhat of a 
"conflict" with libraries, but firmly believes 
"there is room for everyone" when it comes 
to smaller, independent bookstores. 

"The feel, look and texture of a book is 
totally different from holding a Kindle, Nook 
and iPhone - it's so much better," Kleven 
said. 

However, unlike the past, stores cannot 
provide a livelihood for someone, one local bookstore 
owner said. 

John Ludes, who purchased the Bookstall in Marion 
with his wife last year, said he purchased it in the spirit 
of nostalgia. 

"It does not make any money. Most stores are not 
making any money. They branch out to other venues - 
cards, jewelry, and other types of auxiliary items," he 
said. "It's been around for a long time, and we felt it was 
too much of an institution to lose." 

"Bookstores are like dinosaurs, they are slowly 
getting down to very, very few. And when you see places 
like Borders and the others closing down, it's just going 
to take individuals who want to keep them running that 
supplement them with other ways to keep them going," 
he said. 

"People probably can get books that are less 
expensive from Kindle and Amazon, but people will 
want to keep [bookstores]," Ludes said. 

And although I think the jury is out on whether 
bookstores will be around 20, 40, or 100 years from now 
- at least the love of reading will persevere for as long as 
humans are around. Maybe even longer than the musty 
smells in old independent bookstores.

Project X, Starring Thomas Mann and Oliver Cooper. 
Directed by Nima Nourizadeh. Running time: 88 min- 
utes. MPAA rating: R. 

The strange thing about Project X, which concerns 
a high-school kid's party gone haywire, is that we don't 
particularly care about the kid or his buddies, yet we 
still feel a certain amount of dread about what's to come. 
The kid, Thomas (Thomas Mann), is about to turn 17; 
his horndog friend Costa (Oliver Cooper) badgers him 
into throwing a party for the occasion. But not just any 
party; an epic party, full of booze and drugs and wanton 
women. Thomas has the use of his parents' house for the 
weekend, and he is admonished not to mess with the 
Mercedes or let anyone into his dad's office. By night's 
end, the office may or may not even be left standing, and 
you don't want to know about the Mercedes. There's also 
a little dog involved, and I can report with some relief 
that the dog makes it through the bacchanal unscathed — 
unless he catches something from his sexual partners of 
varying species. 

Project X is that kind of movie — loud and crude, 
essentially good-hearted (if there are any fights or rapes 
at the party, which eventually attracts somewhere around 
2,000 guests, we don't hear about them). The film's wild- 
ness limits itself to the escalating property damage — 
you've seen every other excess here before. Except for bits 
concerning the dog, I didn't hear myself laughing. That 
definitely includes any scenes involving an angry little 
person (Martin Klebba), who stalks through the party 
punching anyone, male or female, in the crotch. When all 
else fails, I guess, haul in what Chelsea Handler fondly 
refers to as a "nugget." All else fails a lot here; there's 
a rather lackluster subplot — really little more than a 
thread — in which Thomas, nursing feelings for a girl 
he's known since childhood (Kirby Bliss Blanton), falls 
into bed with an unattainable vixen and is caught by the 
heartbroken former girl. 

I suppose we should be thankful that we don't get 
the obligatory scene in which Costa, forever boasting of 
his sexual exploits back home in Queens, turns out to be a 



scared virgin. We do get various non-jokes about another 
kid (Jonathan Daniel Brown), a catatonic-looking fatty. 
I was unpleasantly surprised to see Miles Teller — so 
honest and fine in the drama Rabbit Hole — as a popular 
kid who drops in on the party; I felt disappointed in him 
almost personally for spending his time in this company. 
Since this is yet another "found footage" movie, it's all 
shakily camcordered by a stoic AV student who doesn't 
say or do much else. Does this overused technique, em- 
ployed elsewhere mainly for horror films, add anything to 
the fun? Not really, and the movie often cheats by cutting 
between two geographic points; we wonder who else has 
a camera, who edited the footage together for our perusal, 
and so on. 

Two younger kids hired as hapless "security" 
for the party — they take the job very seriously indeed 
until the party grows beyond anyone's control — provide 
some mild amusement. Otherwise, Project X is short on 
fresh characterization, and it didn't have to be that way; 
Dionysian bashes from Animal House to American Pie 
found some quirks in their kids. Thomas is just a nice- 
guy blank — we're not much invested in his fate. Some 
of the suspense built into an illicit-party film like this lies 
in whether the party-throwers can cover up and clean the 
mess before the parents get home, but past a certain point 
— when news choppers buzz over the neighborhood and 
riot teams are called in — we figure that's a dead issue. 
The movie nods at Ferris Bueller's Day Oj^^ when the dad's 
Mercedes meets its fate, complete with a similar quote ("I 
can't fix this"), but it doesn't come out of Thomas's resent- 
ment at his dad or his Mercedes — it's just a meaningless 
"oh, no" moment. The whole film is, really.
